vote was called and was elected unanimously to serve as Council Secretary for
2018.

Election of the Assistant Township Secretary:

Mayor DiGirolamo recommended Debbie McBreen to serve as the Assistant
Secretary for 2018, motioned to approve and seconded, the vote was
called and Debbie McBreen was elected unanimously.

Appointment of a Court Stenographer:

Mayor DiGirolamo recommended Kimberly A. Bursner RPR, NJ.CCR. Pilieri
motioned to approve the mayor’s recommendation, Belfield seconded, and the motion
carried unanimously.

Appointment of the Municipal Clerk:

Mayor DiGirolamo recommended Debbie McBreen to continue serving as the
Municipal Clerk. Pilieri motioned to approve the mayor’s recommendation,
Knowles seconded, and the motion carried unanimously.
